Demands that a peace movement be start- 
ed at once to end the garment workers’ 
strike were made yesterday by prominent 
interested men and women.

A subcommittee, in an evening meet- 
ing at Hull house, reported work done among 
employers and strikers to learn the cause of 
the strike and the nature of the grievances 
said to exist. 

Miss Jane Addams of Hull house, a mem- 
ber of the committee, was active in the inter- 
eat Of peace. A peace conference probably 
will be brought about today or tomorrow. 

The attitude of the citizens’ committee was 
Géfined by Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, chairman. 
He eaid that the walkout probably is a mani- 
fegtation of Jewish emotionalism.”

Refuse to Allow Parade, 

A committee of the union: the city 
hall to ask Mayor Busse fut d tor a 
big street parade of strikers next Monday. 
After being told the mayor was “ out of 
town the committee called on Chief Stew- 
ard, Who réferred the strikers to Assistant 
Chief Schuster, who réfused to grant a per- 
mit fer the downtown district. The parade 
idea then was abandoned. 

The day wa ka bly free from euch se- 
‘flows rots ave previousiy characterised 
the strike. Extraordinary precautions to 
prevent rioting were taken by the police. 
Only one serious riot took place. This was at 
North Wood and Thomas streets late in the 
afternoon. 

The disturbance was witnessed by Mies 
Gertrude Barnum and Mise Editha Phelps, 
pickets for the Women's Trade Union league, 
who arrived from a strike meeting at West 
Division street and Marion place just in time 
to see the mob driven back by Policeman 
C. O, Olson of the Cragin station. 

Olson drew his revolver to keep the threat- 
ening mob at bay. 

Miss Barnum addressed the rioters who 
were defying the lone policeman on guard. 

* Don’t try to fight the police, said Miss 
Barnum. “They have to do their duty. 
Many of them are with you in this fight, and 
you can't win by fighting the police. When 
the police tell youto go, you must obey. Now 
try to control yourselves and this strike wil! 
be won. 

Stop Effort to Stone Shop. 

While the crowd was cheering Miss Bar- 
num’s words a new disturbance broke out 
farther down the block in front of Rosenwald 
K Weil's tailor shop. Lech it is said, by WIII- 
jam Gross, a crowd of nearly 100 strikers 
tried to attack the shop and induce about 
twenty-five employés in the place to join the 
strike. 

“Wow get ready and throw,“ the police 
heard Gross shout. 

Officer John Setterling of Rawson street 
station rurbed into the crowd with drawn re- 
volver and grabbed Gross by the neck. The 
crowd fell back a few feet at the sight of the 
weapon. 

Miss Phelpe and Miss Barnum then went 
to Milwaukee avenue and Robey street. 

The pickets at that place were Miss Ellen 
Gates Starr of Hull house and Miss Mary 
H. Large of Tyron, N. C., who said she ac- 
companied Miss Starr to gain experience for 
use in possible strikes in cotton mills in the 
south, They were joined later by Migs Emma 
Steghagen, secretary of the league.

We don’t have to wait for Chicago beauti- 
ful; it is here, according to Henry W. Ranger, 
dean of American landscape painters. 

The city abounds in vistas and misty poetic 
effects that are only waiting for a Whistler 
or a Monet to immortalize them, Mr. Ranger 
said yesterday. 

The artist was enthusiastic especially over 
the pictorial opportunities of the lake front. 
which he asserted to be the greatest scenic 
asset possessed by any city of this hemi- 
sphere.“ 

Here are some of Mr. Ranger's pronounce- 
ments concerning Chicago's place in the 
world of art: 

The Chicago Art institute is the second in 
the country. 

A strong school of Amertean painters will 
have its dwelling place in this city. 

The architecture of the city and the landscape 
in its neighborhood are an inspiration to great 
work. * 

The annual exhibition of paintings at the 
institute has taken its plate as one of the 
most important artistic events of the year. 

“I am not trying to say nice things,’’ said 
Mr. Ranger. I simply state what I have 
observed. This is my first visit to Chicago 
since I was a boy, and I see it with a fresh 
eye. 


Saw Beautiful Effects in Gray. 
“It ie a beautiful city. I went down along 
the lake shore on the south side this morn- 
ing and I saw there beautiful effects in gray 
such as 1 have waited for in vain all this 
summer on the New England coest. 
„The buildings of the city form a mas- 


‘nificent mass when seen at a distance. In 


themselves they are fine architecturally, and 
many of the interiors are sumptuous. The 
Chicago river at night is only waiting for 
the right man to come along to make it im- 
mortal. As Whistler said of the Thames, 
‘The night makes magic palaces of those old 
warehouses.’ 

‘The Art institute has a collection of old 
masters and paintings of the modern schools 
that la second in this country only to the 
Metropolitan museum in New York. It ie 
far ahead of the National gallery of London 
in ite possession of amm of the Barbizon 
school. 

„Tou have here ins best Hobbema that is 
now in existence, I think. The El Greco is 
the largest outside of Spain. It is a splendid 
masterpiece of ite school. You have four 
Millets; one, ‘The Woodchopper,' is my fa- 
vorite of all Millets. 


Masterpieces Aid Art’s Growth. 

„ art is logical. Astrong school of painting 
will form around à collection of masterpieces 
because there are to be found the best works 
for a standard of comparison. You have 
that here afid you have the weaith.

The elevated railway system of Chicago 
went to smash again last night, demonstrat- 
ing to thousands of hungry, tired citizens at 
the rush hours the inefficiency of the 100% 
system. > 

An attempt to locate the blame resultedin a 
little game of pass the buck.” The officials 
of the Northwestern elevated stated that the 
reason why their patrons had to use the sur- 
face cars was that the loop did not provide 
sufficient current to run trains. At the offices 


of the Chicago and Oak Park elevated, whose. 


patrons ‘complained of unheated care and of 
delays of an hour or more both in the morn- 
ing and in the evening, it was frankly stated 
that they didn’t “care to say anything to 
newspapers. 

Between 5 and 6 o' elock the homing crowds 
poured on the Fifth avenue platforms of the 
Northwestern and Oak Park roads until they 
were packed with half frozen humanity. The 
few traing that appeared were so crowded 
by the time they reached that part of the loop 
that no attempt was made to open the doors 
or gates. The South Side elevated cars 
stopped at Congress street and returned 
without going on the loop. 

At 6 o' clock the cashiers began paying back 
fares to people who wished to try some other 
way of reaching home. Many people spent 
as much as an hour on the platforms before 
they were able to board trains.

HARLAN AWARDED 
350,000 AS HIS FEE 


“Friend of Court” in Traction 


Reorganization. Agrees 
to Compromise. 


HE FIRST ASKED $200,000. 


John Maynard Harlan has decided he will 
be content with a $50,000 settlement for his 
fee for services rendered as a friend of the 
court in assisting in the reorganization of 
the okt Union Traction company instead of 


‘was but a just reward. Judge Grosscup, who 
appointed Mr. Harlan, yesterday entered the 
order for the receivers, Henry A. Blair and 
John M. Roach of the Chicago Railways com- 
pany, to pay him the money. 

This order settles a controversy which has 
been going on for more than a year. It 
marke an agreement between Mr. Harlan 
and the trustees of the Chicago Railways 
company of a question that has been the 
subject of many prayerful sessions between 
them and fixes the yalue of Mr. Harlan’s 
services, as friend of the court,” at 6122. 
000. During the time he acted in that capac- 
ity Mr. Harlan drew $72,000 in monthly in- 
staliments of $2,000 

Question Not for Court. 

In entering the order, Judge Grosscup 
caused to be inserted the following —— 
tion: 

“The court finding under the plan of re- 
organization the question of allowing or re- 
jecting this claim is a question for the com- 
mittee and trustees and not for the court— 
the court’s relations to the funds being that 
of custodian only.“ 

The reorganization committee is composed 
of George W. Wickersham, L. C. Krauthoff, 
W. B. Fenton, Seymour Morris, and John C. 
Hately, and the trustees are A. C. Bartlett, 
Chauncey Keep, Charles A. Hulburd, Albert 
A. Sprague, and Charles G. Dawes. 


Referred Bill to Trustees. 

Mr. Harlan first mentioned his claim to the 
reorganization committee in the early part of 
1900. The committee did not fe#l competent 
to pass upon se momentous a question and re 
ferred Mr. Harlan to the trustees, who up to 
that time had no thought or intention that 
they owed him any sum at all in excess of the 
$72,000 which he had drawn during the three 
years which he had acted asa representative 
of Judge Grosscup. He was asked to explain 
the nature of hie claim, which wea in excess 
of the fees charged by Mr. Wickersham and 
R. R. Govin, when they were making their 
big fight in the courts to save something out 
of the wreck of the Union Traction company 
for their clients, J. P. Morgan and the coterie 
of New York financiers who bought the Union 
Traction company from Charles T. Yerkes. 
Mr. Harlan furnished the following expla- 
nation of the services he had rendered: Day 
in and day out, I have sat in conferences with 
Mr. Gurley and the others working out an 
agreement that would be satisfactory to the 
corporation and the city. This work resulted 
in the franchise ordinance which was passed 
by the council in February, 1907. 1 have per- 
formed services for which I have not been 
paid, and for which I hope to be paid propor- 
tionately and as fairly as the others have 
been paid for similar services.”

Sam Morris, an tor sell known to Chi- 
cago ‘theatergoere, was buried yesterday at 
Mount Greenwood cemetery. He died at the 
Lakeside hospital last Monday of diabetes 
Only a few friends knew of hig death, and 
the funeral, which was in charge of the ks, 
was conducted privately. 

The announcemem of Sam Morris’ death 
will be ead news to thousands of Chicagoans 
with whom he was a favorite comedian. For 
seven years.he was stage manager of the 
old stock company at the Hopkins theater, 
State and Harfison streets, During thet 
time he produced more than 300 plays, and 
appeared in all of them. He was a comedian 
of considerable ability and the patrons of 
Col. Hopkins playhouse, now the Folly, 
showed loya} appreciation at every perform- 
ance. 

Morris veel 4 great favorite with the” gal- 
lery gods,” ami. his entrance on the stage 
was always the signal for boisterous ap- 
plause. To them there was m0 comedian like 
Sam Morris. 


Was Usher in Bush Street Théater. 

Mr. Morris was born in San Francisco in 
1864. In his youth he was an usher at the 
Bush Street theater. David Warfield, who 
today is, one. of America’s foremost actors, 
Was an ’ usher at the same eater with 
Morris, and they both adopted the stage as a 
profession. about the same time. Morris 
“ barnstormed it on the Pacific coast for 
several years and was connected with stock 
companies in Seattle ‘and Tacoma. before 
coming to Chicago in 1893. He used to say 
he had played everything from the bleod- 
hound in Uncle Tom's Cabin to Mr. Go- 
lightly in Lend Me Five Shillings.’ 

Soon after coming to Chicago Mr. Morris 
was engaged as stage manager and producer 
at the Hopkins theater. A.new play was put 
on each week and Mr. Morris invariably was 
found in a comedy role. He also was a play- 
wright,-and two comedies by him had suc- 
cessful runs at the Hopkins. ;

Senator, However, Admits That His In-

While State Senator Herman H. Breidt, 
candidate for reélection in the Twenty-fifth 
district yesterday flatly denied the charge 
of the North Kedzie Avenue Improvement 
association that he had demanded $1,000 as 
“ attorney's fee for his influence to make 
a part of Kedzie avenue a boulevard, no mem- 
ber of the club came to the legislator's de- 
fense. 

I never asked for a dollar Ather as at- 
tormey’s fee or for any other purpose, the 
senator sald. I remember when the com- 
mitte came to my house and asked my influ- 
ence it got it. I told them I would help in 
any way I could and I did: I went to Spring- 
field and talked to Gov. Deneen about it and 
he wrote in turn to the west park board 
asking what could be done. The correspond- 
ence will show just where I stood and the 
story that I ever asked a cent for my work is 
a lie.“ 

‘The senator sald the park board had re- 
fused to boulevard the part of Kedzie avénue, 
because it was in the old town of Jefferson 
over which the park board had no jurisdic- 
tion. 

The.correspondence between the governor : 
amd President Eckhart shows that the gov- 
ernor wrote on Feb. 14, 1907, and said Senator 
Breidt had called his attention to the boule- 
vard proposition. Several days later Mr. 
Eckhart answered the governor's letter in 
which was quoted an opinion rendered a year 
previous by the attorney for the park board 
which said the board would have no right to 
leyy a tax for the boulevard. The letter also 
mentioned that there was a question of policy 
involved in the matter because of the extra 
expense of maintaining additional boulevard 
mileage. 

“Mr. Breidt’s explanation explains noth- 
ing.

HIS play is apart from the trodden paths 
of che drama, away from realism, sym- 
bolism, classicism, and romance, and is 
the more or less simply ftllumined story 
of a dying child's fever dream. One may 
like it intensely, or one may be bored or shocked 
by it, according to one’s state of mind. For the 
simple soul of the average observer it is full of 
supernatural pathos and religion; for those who 
care to delve beneath the surface it is a 
poignant piece of child psychology—not so mor- 
bid and terrible as Wedekind’s Frühlings- 
Erwachen,” but still painful, poetic, pathologic. 

For one “who. understands not the author's aim 
it must be a shocking profanity or an absurd

In several countries of Europe hot ginger- 


bread used to be hawked about: In London 
there were gingerbreead booths by the Thames. 
In Holland it was in greater request than else- 
where, and its manufacture guarded with a 
jealous.secret and the recipe handed down as 
an heirloom from father to son. 

One oi the most unique uses of the hard 
ginger was to have it as a barometer. 
These were made in the form of a man or 
woman. The slightest change in atmosphere 
has an effect on hard gingerbread; the slightest 
moisture makes it soft. In dry weather it is 
hard and tough. In a French story this barom- 
eter is called the “General.” Each morning the 
master asks his servant, “What does the gen- 
eral say?’

The Countess Stavra, who was the widow of 
Charles Tilton of New York when she married 
“Count” Stavra—according to some a 
Greek, and according to others an Italian— 
used to insist that she had after Stavra's 
death become the wife of Max de Bathe. 
elder son of Sir Hugo de Bathe, the husband 
of Mrs. Langtry. 

Mme. Stavra declared she was married to 
Max de Bathe in 1002, having made his ac- 
quaintance when he brought home to her 
from Africa the news of the death there 
of Stavra. and of his dying messages. 

She alleged that Max de Bathe deserted 
her three years later when his extravagance 
compelled her to cut down his allowance. and 
she was wont to show a number of letters 
in his handwriting. in which he referred to 
her as bis wife, especially one dated Sum- 
merlea. Maidenhead, Aug. 13, 1002, which 
runs as follows: 

* Dear Sir: On my return here, my wife. 
who is known to you as the Countess Stavra, 
showed me a present you had given her. As

THEIR BABY ALSO IS SHOT, 


Husband Fires Bullet at Child in 
Mother’s Arms. 


A husband murdered hie wife, shot thelr 
baby ag it was clasped in its mother’s arms 
and then killed himself yesterday because of 
ineffectual] attempts at reconcilation between 
himself and his wife.

The bullet grazed 
the cheek of the baby, who was still clasped 
in ite mother’s arms, causing a serious flesh 
wound. Sekanina then placed the revolver to 
his head and fired. The shot entered his 
brain, killing him instantly. 

Neighbors who heard the shooting sum- 
moned the police and Mrs. Sekanina was

The baby is in a serious condition and is 
not expected to recover. 


Search for Friend of Husband. 
From information gained from neighbors 
the police began a search for a woman With 


since he separated from his wife. The neigh- 
bors assert that within the last two months 
Sekanina has made several efforts to return 
to his wife, but was repulsed. police say 
Sekanina had been. drinking heavily during 
the morning. 

The events which led up to the separation 


sare not definitely known, but the neighbors 


who have befriended Mrs. Sekanina for 
eleven months say that she agreed to separate 
from her husband when she discovered that 


‘Vhe no longes loved her. 


It was reported to the police that the 
husband had been out of employment for 
some time, owing to the garment workers’ 
strike, but investigation failed to find any 
shop where he had been eniployed. It was 
said that non-employment and his habits 
may ve so affected hie mind that he was 
crazed at the time of the act.
